REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  STATE  MEETING. 


The  eleventh  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  State  Association  of 
Graduate  Nurses  was  held  at  the  capital  of  our  State,  November  9th 
and  10th. 

While  it  is  a  privilege  to  make  this  report,  I  regret  that  all  could 
not  have  had  the  ‘‘personal  touch”  which  made  these  sessions  so  valu- 
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able  and  returns  each  nurse  to  her  work  with  new  inspiration  and 
enthusiasm. 

I  will  not  go  into  detail  of  the  first  session,  as  reports  are  usually 
tiresome,  but  some  of  these  had  such  splendid  announcements  and 
recommendations  that  they  cannot  be  overlooked.  The  State  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  now  689  paid  members,  with  the  prospect  of  nearly  fifty 
more  in  districts  just  organized.  The  treasurer’s  report  showed  the 
legislative  debt  to  be  only  $300.00.  The  legislative  committee,  having 
an  “off  year”  to  report,  gave  an  interesting  lesson  in  civics  and  ad¬ 
vised  each  district  to  appoint  a  local  legislative  committee  and  learn 
the  meaning  of  the  word,  “constituent.”  The  Red  Cross  committee 
also  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  local  committee  as  being 
most  important  in  event  of  a  local  emergency,  as  well  as  to  assume 
part  of  the  responsibility  of  furthering  this  great  work  which  has 
fallen  on  the  state  committee,  the  chairmanship  of  which  Miss  Foley 
resigned. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  write  the  A.  N.  A.  that  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Association  thought  Chicago,  because  of  its  geographical 
location,  to  be  most  suited  for  National  headquarters. 

Brief  reports  were  given  from  each  organized  district.  Greetings 
were  read  from  the  Thirteenth  District,  our  hostess ;  the  Illinois  State 
Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  and  the  Chicago  Round  Table. 

Dr.  Percy  of  Galesburg-  gave  a  most  interesting  paper  on  “The 
Nurse  as  a  Professional  Woman.”  We  had  rather  a  broad  vision  of 
our  future  pictured  at  St.  Louis,  but  Dr.  Percy  has  projected  us  still 
further.  Some  of  his  predictions  are  almost  startling.  “Efficiency” 
was  his  watchword,  not  to  be  contented  with  the  “average.”  He  sees 
the  efficient  nurse  in  the  laboratory  and  office,  at  work  with  the  physi¬ 
cian  in  the  early  diagnosis  and  prevention  of  disease  rather  than  in 
the  role  of  private  duty  nurse  which  is  assigned  to  the  average  or 
inferior  trained  nurse.  Then  the  value  of  association  with  the  nursing 
organizations,  such  as  the  present  convention,  could  not  be  over¬ 
estimated  in  developing  this  efficient  nurse.  She  was  not  to  be  the 
product  of  the  Training-  School,  but  the  more  mature  development  of 
a  woman  with  experience.  He  even  suggested  the  recent  graduate 
be  kept  under  supervision  by  her  hospital  until  she  had  proved  her 
efficiency. 

Miss  Fulmer  can  tell  you  much  better  than  I  of  the  wonderful 
things  accomplished  and  to  be  accomplished  by  the  sale  of  Red  Cross 
seals.  And  it  was  mere  chance  which  allowed  me  to  hear  Miss 
Clement  ask  Miss  Eldredge  if  she  might  present  the  subject  of  Red 
Cross  Visiting  Nursing  at  St.  Luke’s  the  next  time  she  came  to  Chi¬ 
cago.  Then  you  will  know  what  I  mean  by  “personal  touch.” 

At  the  Public  Health  session.  Dr.  Robinson  gave  the  plans  which 
the  efficiency  and  economy  committee  hoped  to  have  passed  by  the 
next  Legislature.  At  present  there  are  105  administrative  boards, 
each  doing  its  special  line  of  work,  but  overlapping,  with  consequent 
waste  of  funds  and  energy.  These  are  to  be  reduced  to  twelve  boards. 
The  state  is  ^to  he  divided  into  eight  districts,  each  with  a  supreme 
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medical  officer  and  a  public  health  nurse.  The  medical  officer  is  to 
have  charge  of  the  health  conditions  in  his  district.  Dr.  Robinson 
gave  all  the  details  of  this  reorganization,  which,  if  it  is  favorably 
acted  upon  and  the  state  has  sufficient  funds  to  carry  it  out,  will 
open  many  desirable  positions  to  nurses  through  civil  service  exam¬ 
ination. 

A  series  of  short  papers  were  given  on  the  various  phases  of  pub¬ 
lic  health  nursing,  each  setting  forth  the  work  as  carried  on  in  the 
smaller  cities  of  the  state.  Miss  Foley  closed  the  session  with  an 
earnest  plea  for  more  uniform  and  complete  records  in  public  health 
work.  She  upbraided  us  most  justly  for  our  lack  of  honor  in  respond¬ 
ing  to  business  obligations. 

The  last  session  of  the  meeting  was  given  to  the  Illinois  League 
of  Nursing-  Education,  which  presented  two  of  the  most  interesting- 
speakers.  Prof.  Ployt  Dearholt  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  spoke 
on  “The  Affiliation  of  Schools  for  Nurses  With  Universities.”  He 
said  the  ideal  way  would  be  to  have  the  large  hospital  connected  with 
the  State  University,  but  this,  of  course,  is  impossible,  save  in  a 
few  exceptions,  as  the  University  of  Minnesota.  There  nurses  pursue 
academic  work,  with  their  training  and  graduate  with  the  B.S.  degree 
at  the  end  of  six  years,  I  believe.  He  advised  higher  education  in 
English  composition  and  English  literature,  public  speaking,  bacteri¬ 
ology,  psychology,  ethics,  household  economics,  political  economy  and 
sociology.  A  university  student  is  not  eligible  to  most  of  these  sub¬ 
jects  before  the  junior  year,  so,  unless  the  university  can  be  brought 
to  the  idea  of  giving  the  nurse  credit  for  her  three  years’  work  in  a 
good  hospital,  these  courses  will  not  be  open  to  us.  flowever,  while 
not  promising  very  much,  Dr.  Dearholt  feels  that  if  the  nurses  pre¬ 
sent  their  case  and  what  they  feel  to  be  the  solution,  the  universities 
will  open  their  doors  to  us,  and  if  not  able  to  confer  degrees  will  at 
least  make  it  possible  for  us  to  be  benefited  by  the  culture  and  w’isdom 
which  is  found  only  within  her  doors.  Dr.  Norbury  gave  most  con¬ 
vincing  arguments  for  the  affiliation  of  training  schools  with  institu¬ 
tions  caring  for  the  mentally  ill.  So  many  nurses  go  into  this  work 
without  preparation  and  no  branch  of  nursing  needs  it  more  greatly. 

The  social  events  providing  for  the  entertainment  of  the  visiting 
nilrses  were  a  reception  at  the  executive  mansion.  Miss  Dunne  receiv¬ 
ing,  and  a  delightful  auto  ride  about  Springfield  with  stops  at  the 
important  places  made  so  interesting  through  their  association  with 
the  life  of  Lincoln.

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Federation  of 
Women’s  Clubs  seemed  almost  to  be  a  continuation  of  the  Nurses’ 
State  meeting,  so  closely  alllied  were  the  subjects  presented.  It 
proved  we  are  all  working  pretty  well  along-  the  same  lines,  civic  bet¬ 
terment,  which  is  public  health  improvement. 

The  principal  speakers.  Miss  Vittum,  Judge  Bartelme  and  Judge 
Pam,  all  spoke  on  the  conservation  of  the  home,  wider  use  of  schools 
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as  civic  centers,  better  legislation  for  handling  defectives,  shorter 
hours'  for  working  women,  extending  the  age  of  compulsory  educa¬ 
tion  from  fourteen  to  sixteen  years,  and  numerous  other  things  which 
nurses  have  known  for  a  long  time.  When  we  heard  such  earnest 
speakers  urge  these  reforms  and  saw  the  large  audience  of  intelligent 
women,  we  felt  their  words  had  fallen  on  fertile  ground  and  that  this 
State  of  Illinois  must  lead  in  wise  and  just  laws  for  the  protection  of 
those  physically  and  morally  unable  to  protect  themselves.

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BY-LAW  CONCERNING  SICK  BENEFIT. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Annual  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  five 
dollars  for  those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  financial  benefits,  and  two 
dollars  for  those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  upon  admission 
and  at  each  annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of  dues 
for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  benefits 
until  six  months  after  such  arrearage  is  paid. 

Sec.  3.  Any  active  member  eligible  to  financial  benefit  who  may 
have  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  and 
who  may  become  permanently  incapacitated  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  dues. 

ARTICLE  XL 
Financial  Benefits. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and  dues  and  accruing  from 
investments  shall  constitute  a  general  expense  and  benefit  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick  benefit  upon  com¬ 
plying  with  the  following  conditions : 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being  taken  ill  shall  during  the 
course  of  her  illness  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
within  one  week  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  notice ;  and  if  such 
acknowledgment  is  not  received  by  the  sick  member  it  shall  be  her 
duty  to  send  further  notices  until  such  acknowledgment  is  received. 
No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  any  sick  benefit  until  such  notice  shall 
have  been  received  by  the  Secretary. 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other  person  than  the  sick  member 
herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  above  requirements,  and  who 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Secretary  not  more  than  two 
weeks  after  being  dismissed  by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a  week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Application  for  this  allowance  must  Te-made  by  the- bene¬ 
ficiary.  ... 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  who  has  been  such  for 
a  period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and  who  may,  through  physical  afflic¬ 
tion,  become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or  otherwise  earning  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Association,  be  financially  assisted 
by  the  Association,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  and 
for  a  period  not  longer  than  five  years,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Married  members  supported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  sick  benefits. 
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MINUTES. 

The  regular  meeting  of  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association  was  called 
to  order  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  February  16th.  Miss  Rein,  the  First 
Vice-President,  in  the  chair. 

Minutes  as  printed  in  the  Alumnae  accepted. 

Treasurer’s  report  read  and  accepted. 

No  report  of  Program,  Nominating  or  Finance  Committee. 

Report  of  Visiting  Committee  reported  applications  for  three  sick 
benefits.  Moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  Miss  B.  P.  Baker  be 
given  amount  asked  for ;  one  week. 

Moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  Miss  Spence  be  given  the  full 
benefit  allowed;  six  weeks.  Application  of  Miss  Beachly  which  had 
been  held  over  from  the  annual  meeting  read  also  a  letter  from  Miss 
Beachly  withdrawing  the  application. 

Moved  by  Mrs.  Orr,  seconded  by  Miss  Collins  that  the  by-law 
governing  sick  benefit  be  printed  in  each  “Alumnae.” 

The  report  of  Membership  Committee  read,  presenting  the  name 
of  Miss  Erceldean  Freeman  for  membership.  Report  accepted  and 
Secretary  to  write  Miss  Freeman  of  her  election. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  from  the  Illinois  Training  School  and 
from  the  Chicago  Hospital  Alumnae  Associations  read  and  moved, 
seconded  and  carried  that  same  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary 
and  that  they  be  placed  on  file. 

The  new  business  next  before  the  Association  was  that  of  a 
Memorial  Training  School  of  which  every  member  of  the  Association 
and  every  graduate  had  been  advised.  The  question  to  be  considered 
was  whether  the  Alumnae  was  ready  and  willing  to  take  the  initiative 
in  this  matter.  Miss  Eldredge  took  the  chair  and  told  what  we  hope 
to  do  and  to  accomplish,  and  that  the  opportunity  is  now  given  the 
Association  if  it  wishes  to  take  the  initiative  and  every  member  do 
her  share  in  carrying  out  a  plan  which  shall  later  be  adopted. 

A  rising  vote  was  called  for  and  carried.  Letters  promising  sup¬ 
port  were  read  by  the  Secretary  from  out-of-town  members.  One 
letter  says:  “It  will  be  a  comfort  to  me  to  still  be  able  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  Miss  Johnstone  and  I  am  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
helping  to  procure  the  necessary  funds  for  the  Memorial.  It  is  a 
beautiful  idea.”  Another  writes:  “I  want  to  tell  you  how  pleased 
I  am  to  know  that  the  movement  for  procuring  funds  for  the  Mar¬ 
garet  Edith  Johnstone  Memorial  has  really  been  started.  I  want  to 
help  in  every  possible  way.”  Many  others  expressing  the  pleasure 
that  the  privilege  of  joining  in  such  a  movement  gives  them  and  they 
all  promise  individual  effort  to  make  it  a  success.  It  was  moved  by 
Miss  Eldredge,  seconded  by  Miss  Bradley  that  the  President  appoint 
a  committee  of  four  to  confer  with  the  Hospital  Trustees,  the  Medical 
and  Women’s  Boards  as  to  the  best  methods  of  procedure  and  plans 
to  carry  out  the  project.  The  largest  meeting  on  record,  62  members, 
then  adjourned  for  coffee  in  the  sitting  room.

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It  came  with  a  great  shock  to  everyone.  Miss  Johnstone  had 
been  as  well  as  usual  though  naturally  a  little  tired  with  the  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  Christmas  festivities  and  on  Monday,  December  21st, 
spent  the  evening  in  the  sitting  room  as  usual  with  the  officers.  She 
was  called  the  next  morning  at  the  regular  time  about  six  o’clock  and 
went  to  take  her  bath  and  fainted  as  she  supposed.  She  recovered  by 
herself ;  characteristically  took  that  bath  and  put  herself  to  bed  with¬ 
out  calling  assistance.  As  she  did  not  come  to  chapel  the  officers 
were  anxious,  and  on  going  up  to  her  room  found  her  chilly,  nauseated 
and  suffering  intensely  with  pain  in  her  head  and  eyes.  Dr.  Favill 
was  called  in  and  Miss  Weir  and  Miss  Bartle  went  on  special  with 
her ;  later,  as  the  pain  continued,  Dr.  McArthur  and  Dr.  Church  saw 
her,  also  an  eye  specialist.  Very  slowly  the  pain  subsided,  the  nausea 
was  relieved  ancl  she  began  to  sit  up  and  seem  more  like  herself. 
Except  for  that  first  few  minutes  she  had  perfect  command  of  herself 
both  mentally  and  physically. 

For  a  week  Miss  Bartle  took  the  day  work  and  Aliss  Weir  that 
of  the  night,  then  things  were  so  much  better  that  Miss  Weir  went 
on  alone  and  both  patient  and  nurse  slept  fairly  well.  All  the  Christ¬ 
mas  parties  were  carried  through  as  planned  and  she  was  interested 
in  hearing  all  about  them.  She  scolded  affectionately  if  she  thought 
her  nurse  was  up  unnecessarily  or  if  anyone  in  any  way  took  extra 
trouble  for  her.  In  a  week  she  was  up  in  her  room  and  working  on 
the  alumnae  books,  the  treasurer’s  work,  which  she  had  previously 
determined  to  give  up  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January,  after  being- 
treasurer  for  seventeen  years. 

The  doctors  said  very  little  except  that  she  must  have  a  rest,  and 
so  it  was  arranged  that  she  should  go  home  and  without  a  nurse,  as 
she  seemed  so  well.  She  had  finished  her  alumnae  books  and  was 
pleased  because  they  balanced  so  quickly.  She  had  been  able  to  see 
most  of  her  Christmas  presents,  and  as  she  was  anxious  that  all  should 
be  acknowledged,  her  nurses  and  friends  saw  to  that  for  her. 

On  Friday,  the  8th  of  January,  she  was  sitting  dressed  in  the 
sitting  room  ready  to  go  home  and  talking  with  one  of  the  officers 
when  she  suddenly  faltered  and  complained  of  pain  in  her  head.  In 
a  few  moments  she  was  better,  but  the  pain  in  her  head  continued, 
and  she  was  so  weak  that  she  had  to  be  lifted  from  her  chair  to  the 
couch.  Her  bed  was  put  up  in  the  sitting  room  and  she  was  kept 
absolutely  quiet  in  a  darkened  room.  Of  course  everyone  felt  it  was 
serious,  but  still  talked  only  of  a  long  rest,  although  her  brother  from 
Milwaukee  was  sent  for  and  her  family  were  coming  every  day,  often 
with  anxious  hearts ;  and  yet,  a  serious  illness  rather  than  immediate 
danger  was  feared.  Both  Miss  Bartle  and  Miss  Weir  immediately 
went  on  duty  again,  and  once  more  she  seemed  to  be  gaining  and 
began  to  look  forward  to  the  rest  and  freedom  that  she  had  been  told 
she  must  have.  Miss  Eastman  came  down  from  Milwaukee,  and  on 
Saturday  the  23rd  she  sat  up  in  a  chair  and  they  had  such  a  happy 
visit  together.  It  was  a  very  happy  day  and  a  comfortable  one  and 
by  half-past  ten  she  was  settled  for  the  night  and  sleeping  so  quietly 
that  her  family  were  told  what  a  comfortable  afternoon  she  had  had

and  how  well  she  seemed.  She  slept  quietly  until  about  half  after 
eleven,  when  the  breathing  became  so  heavy  and  unnatural  that  the 
house  physician  was  notified  and  both  Dr.  Favill  and  Dr.  Church 
were  called.  After  remedies  were  administered  the  breathing  became 
better,  but  Miss  Johnstone  did  not  seem  conscious.  For  about  half 
an  hour  it  seemed  as  if  she  were  going  back  into  a  natural  sleep,  then 
the  breathing  became  hard  again  and  they  who  were  watching  knew 
that  it  was  sleep  indeed,  but  that  the  waking  would  be  in  that  land 
where  she  would  be  tired  no  more,  nor  troubled  ever  again;  that  the 
time  had  come  of  which  she  had  often  said  so  quietly  that  she  was 
ready  for  it  whenever  it  came. 

Fr.  Wright  and  the  officers  were  called  and  for  a  few  moments 
her  hospital  family  knelt  and  asked  for  the  hope  and  comfort  and 
courage  that  was  so  sadly  needed  by  them  all.  All  the  next  hard  day 
her  room,  spotless  and  dainty  as  love  could  make  it,  was  the  most 
restful  spot  in  the  house ;  a  sanctuary  in  which  she  lay  asleep,  lilies 
beside  her ;  a  cross  of  flowers  faintly  flushed  with  the  pink  of  dawn 
at  her  head,  looking  so  quiet  and  so  rested  and  ready,  as  always,  to 
quiet  and  to  comfort.  Toward  evening  of  Monday,  dressed  in  full 
uniform,  she  was  laid  by  tender  hands  in  her  casket  and  taken  to 
the  chapel.  As  she  lay  there  facing  the  altar  it  was  a  beautiful  thing 
to  see  the  people  come  for  a  last  look,  and  to  remain  for  a  word  of 
prayer  ere  they  left. 

On  Tuesday  morning  there  was  the  early  Eucharist,  and  there, 
with  her  at  peace  amongst  them,  the  nurses  said  their  prayers  and 
sang  their  hymns.  It  was  the  home  service,  and  no  one  who  was 
there  will  ever  forget  the  strain  of  resurrection  music  that  seemed 
to  run  like  a  golden  thread  through  it  all,  and  everyone  seemed  to 
feel  that  truly  “Blessed  are  the  dead  that  die  in  the  Lord  for  they 
rest  from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.”  She  be¬ 
longed  to  the  hospital  and  to  the  nurses,  and  her  family,  recognizing 
this  in  a  beautiful  self-forgetfulness,  left  her  there  at  home,  and  not 
one  mfinute  was  she  left  alone  until  she  was  taken  to  Grace  Church 
for  the  public  service. 

The  church  was  crowded  with  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men 
and  women,  prominent  doctors,  superintendents  of  hospitals  and 
nurses,  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s  and  other  schools ;  wealthy  and  influ¬ 
ential  people,  side  by  side  with  those  from  the  humblest  walks  of 
life  all  sorrowing  as  one  family  with  a  deep  and  common  grief.  And 
then  out  of  the  quiet  came  the  words :  “I  am  the  Resurrection  and 
the  life and,  headed  by  the  Cross,  the  choir  of  Grace  Church  pro¬ 
ceeded  up  the  aisle,  followed  by  eighty  of  the  pupil  nurses  in  indoor 
uniform.  When  they  reached  the  chancel  steps  the  line  divided  and 
through  the  double  line  of  nurses  proceeded  the  clergy;  Mr.  Waters 
of  Grace  Church,  Fr.  Wright,  our  own  chaplain.  Dr.  Page,  the  Bishop 
of  Spokane,  and  others,  then  the  casket,  covered  with  a  pall  of  mar¬ 
guerites,  the  hospital  flower.  As  it  was  placed  at  the  chancel  steps 
the  nurses  quietly  filed  into  places.  The  bearers  were  Mr.  Bryson, 
Mr.  Curtis  and  Doctors  Favill,  Watkins,  McArthur,  Dudley  and 
W  H.  Mport. 
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The  burial  was  private  at  Oakwoods,  those  attending  being  just 
the  Training  School  Staff,  her  [)ersonal  family  and  a  few  very  dear 
friends.  Some  one  said  it  was  a  most  impressive  service,  and  not 
the  least  impressive  was  that  double  line  of  sober-faced  young  women, 
quiet,  self-controlled,  conducting  themselves  as  she  would  have  had 
them  do  ;  and  then  going  straight  back  to  the  hospital  and  on  duty — 
to  work. 


“Grant  her,  O  Lord,  eternal  rest  and  may  Light  Perpetual  shine 
upon  her.” 

She  has  gone  from  our  midst  and  we  have  left  her  with  God  and 
come  back  to  take  up  our  own  unfinished  work  again,  because,  one 
day,  we  too,  shall  be  called  upon  to  give  account  of  our  stewardship. 
And  those  of  us  who  knew  her  best,  and  loved  her  most,  thank  God 
for  the  many  and  beautiful  years  of  her  friendship — for  the  wonder¬ 
ful  example  of  her  faith  and  courage  and  labor ;  for  the  lasting  in¬ 
spiration  left  with  those  younger  lives  so  closely  associated  with  her 
in  their  daily  work,  and  for  those  highest  ideals  of  womanhood  set 
before  them  in  every  detail  of  her  devoted  service,  the  infiuence  of 
which  will  be  felt  by  all  who  have  known  her  faithful  years  of  labor 
atnong  us.

The  nurse  has  never  for¬ 
gotten  how  to  stop  a  carbolic  burn,  nor  her  kind  manner.

I  have  been  thinking  that  perhaps  I  could  send  you  a  few  lines 
about  the  glimpse  I  had  of  Miss  Johnstone  “off  duty”  for  a  little  while 
at  Bethlehem,  N.  H.,  the  summer  of  1908,  when  she  was  visiting  Miss 
Draper  there  and  I  was  with  my  aunt,  Mrs.  Thomas,  at  “Eelsen- 
garten.” 

Miss  Johnstone  spent  part  of  a  day  with  us  and  seemed  to  enjoy 
the  beauties  of  the  little  place  so  much.  It  is  a  combination  of  wild 
and  cultivated  nature.  My  aunt  has  used  all  sorts  of  little  devices  in 
attracting  the  birds,  among  them  a  feeding  table  under  a  big  silver 
fir  tree,  and  a  bath  tub  made  by  hollowing  out  a  rock  which  is  nicely 
concealed  by  flowering  shrubs.  Miss  Johnstone  seemed  particularly 
interested  in  the  birds,  and  when  she  returned  to  Chicago  wrote  me 
that  at  her  own  home.  Grand  Crossing,  she  had  placed  a  convenient 
pan  of  water  which  had  attracted  numerous  robins  and  sparrows  and 
that  was  all  one  could  expect  in  a  city. 

That  little  instance  seemed  to  reveal  such  a  human  quality  and 
an  interest  that  one  would  hardly  expect  in  a  woman  whose  whole  life 
was  so  bound  up  in  a  big  hospital  far  away  from  the  attractions  of 
country  life.  She  spoke  of  Bethlehem  every  time  I  saw  her  after  that 
and  I  think  it  must  have  been  a  very  happy  visit.

After  closing  our  pages  word  reached  us  of  the  death  of  Mar¬ 
garet  E.  Johnstone,  superintendent  of  nurses  at  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Chicago.  While  not  widely  known  the  country  over.  Miss  Johnstone 
was  one  of  the  great  quiet  forces  that  make  for  the  best  things  in 
our  profession.  Her  beautiful,  cultured  face  and  manner,  her  adher¬ 
ence  to  the  highest  ideals,  her  true  interest  in  every  pupil  committed 
to  her  charge  made  her  a  great  influence  with  all  who  knew  her,  and 
she  will  be  most  sincerely  missed  and  mourned. 


The  Quarterly. 

Entered  into  rest  early  Sunday  morning,  January  24th,  1915, 
Margaret  Edith  Johnstone,  directress  of  nurses  at  St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
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pital,  Chicago.  With  absolute  singleness  of  purpose  Miss  John¬ 
stone  devoted  the  whole  of  her  nursing  life,  covering  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  to  St.  Luke’s,  serving  first  as  pupil  nurse  and  on  up 
through  the  ranks  to  directress,  which  position  she  has  occupied  for 
the  last  twelve  years. 


Grace  Church  Visitor. 

Early  Sunday  morning,  January  24th,  1915,  Miss  Margaret  E. 
Johnstone,  superintendent  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  Training  School, 
entered  into  Life  Eternal.  Miss  Johnstone  was  taken  ill  about  Christ¬ 
mas  time  and  while  she  improved  somewhat  from  time  to  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  weeks  that  followed,  yet  no  hope  of  her  permanent  recovery 
was  entertained  by  the  physicians.  While  Miss  Johnstone  always 
seemed  so  strong  and  was  so  active  in  the  discharge  of  her  responsi¬ 
bilities,  it  is  now  known  that  for  several  years  she  was  by  no  means 
in  perfect  health.  Miss  Johnstone  was  a  woman  of  poise,  dignity, 
firmness  and  ability.  She  was  quiet,  modest,  unassuming,  and  yet 
one  could  not  stand  in  her  presence  without  feeling  her  power  and 
realizing  her  complete  mastery  of  affairs  within  the  realm  of  her 
important  and  exacting  position.  The  high  character  and  efficiency 
of  the  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s  Training  School  are  due  in  a  large 
degree  to  the  influence  of  Miss  Johnstone’s  womanly  Christian  char¬ 
acter,  strong  personality,  and  devotion  to  the  highest  ideals  of  her 
profession.  For  twenty  years  Miss  Johnstone  was  connected  with 
St.  Luke’s,  more  than  half  that  period  as  superintendent  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  School.  Thousands  of  grateful  patients,  poor  and  rich  alike,  have 
been  nursed  to  health  through  her  ministrations  and  for  those  whose 
disease  was  incurable  she  has  allayed  the  suffering  and  calmed  the 
faltering  spirit  with  assurances  of  Christian  hope  and  love.  The 
funeral  was  held  in -Grace  Church  on  Tuesday  afternoon  at  half  after 
two  o’clock,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Elospital,  the  Woman’s 
Board,  the  Medical  Staff,  and  the  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  at¬ 
tending  each  in  a  body,  and  hundreds  of  others  completely  filling  the 
spacious  building,  all  filled  with  sorrow  and  genuinely  mourning  their 
great  loss.  Preceding  the  casket  in  solemn  procession  wxre  the 
Cross-bearer,  Vested  Choir  of  Grace  Church,  Clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
and  one  hundred  nurses  of  the  Training  School  in  uniform.  The 
floral  remembrances  were  profuse  and  exquisitely  beautiful. 

Burial  was  at  Oakwoods  Cemetery. 

She  gave  her  life  unsparingly  to  others  and  left  an  example  of 
noble  self-sacrifice. 

May  her  soul  rest  in  peace.

The  life  of  a  head  nurse  in  a  great  hospital  has  an  influence  com¬ 
parable  with  that  of  the  president  of  a  college.  The  world  thinks  of 
such  a  life  only  in  terms  of  service  to  the  sick  and  the  helpless.  This 
is  indeed  its  highest  function.  But  closely  allied  with  it  is  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  ^of  building  character  in  the  young  women  who  come 
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into  the  hospital  for  their  training  just  as  boys  and  girls  come  into 
college. 

Miss  Margaret  Edith  Johnstone,  directress  of  nurses  at  St. 
Luke’s,  whose  sudden  death  was  recorded  yesterday,  not  only  gave 
unfailingly  of  her  faith,  her  strength  and  her  courage  to  the  sick  and 
the  dying.  She  also  gave  to  the  young  women  under  her  charge 
those  qualities  of  character  and  breeding  which  put  upon  them  the 
distinctive  stamp  of  a  fine  institution.  She  was  a  stately  gentle¬ 
woman.  As  such  she  left  her  impress  upon  all  who  came  in  contact 
with  her.

Sir:  Miss  Margaret  E.  Johnstone,  directress  of  St.  Luke’s  Train¬ 
ing  School  for  Nurses,  Chicago,  died  at  the  hospital  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing,  January  24th,  after  an  illness  of  about  five  weeks.  She  was  born 
in  Chicago  February  6th,  1871. 

As  a  nurse  she  was  thorough,  painstaking,  sympathetic  and  tire¬ 
less.  She  understood  thoroughly  the  qualifications  necessary  for  a 
successful  nurse.  She  was  exceedingly  clever  in  reading  human 
nature;  thus  was  she  enabled  to  make  choice  of  fit  persons  for  her 
training  school,  the  first  and  most  important  requisite. 

In  her  training  she  was  exacting,  thorough,  thoughtful,  sympa¬ 
thetic,  kind  and  fair,  even  under  an  exterior  somewhat  austere. 

She  had  quite  a  mother’s  interest  in  all  the  pupils  under  her 
charge.  She  was  unselfish,  even  to  an  extreme. 

Miss  Johnstone  became,  directress  of  the  school  at  an  opportune 
time.  She  seemed  created  for  the  position.  By  her  wise  administra¬ 
tion  she  has  won  for  the  school  an  enviable  reputation. 

L  Thousands  of  patients,  from  those  in  the  lowliest  walks  of  life 
to  those  in  the  highest,  have  come  under  her  ministrations.  Multi¬ 
tudes  cherish  the  memory  of  her  sympathetic,  skillful  attention  to 
their  needs. 

She  has  left  a  profound  impression  upon  the  lives  of  hundreds 
who  as  patients,  pupils  or  professional  men  have  come  under  her 
influence. 

She  has  entered  into  life  eternal.  ’  We  venture  the  thought  that 
her  life  on  earth  has  but  begun.  The  seeds  of  her  influence  will 
germinate  and  fructify  in  the  lives  of  others  for  generations  to  come.

BY-LAW  CONCERNING  SICK  BENEFIT. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Annual  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  five 
dollars  for  those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  financial  benefits,  and  two 
dollars  for  those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  upon  admission 
and  at  each  annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of  dues 
for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  benefits 
until  six  months  after  such  arrearage  is  paid. 

Sec.  3.  Any  active  member  eligible  to  financial  benefit  who  may 
have  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  and 
who  may  become  permanently  incapacitated  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  dues. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

Financial  Benefits. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and  dues  and  accruing  from 
investments  shall  constitute  a  general  expense  and  benefit  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick  benefit  upon  com¬ 
plying  with  the  following  conditions : 

wSec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being  taken  ill  shall  during  the 
course  of  her  illness  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
within  one  week  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  notice ;  and  if  such 
acknowledgment  is  not  received  by  the  sick  member  it  shall  be  her 
duty  to  send  further  notices  until  such  acknowledgment  is  received. 
No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  any  sick  benefit  until  such  notice  shall 
have  been  received  by  the  Secretary. 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other  person  than  the  sick  member 
herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  above  requirements,  and  who 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Secretary  not  more  than  two 
weeks  after  being  dismissed  by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a  week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Application  for  this  allowance  must  be  made  by  the  bene¬ 
ficiary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  who  has  been  such  for 
a  period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and  who  may,  through  physical  affiic- 
tion,  become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or  otherwise  earning  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Association,  be  financially  assisted 
by  the  Association,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  and 
for  a  period  not  longer  than  five  years,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  Married  members  supported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  sick  benefits.

W^e  regret  that  there  are  still 
some  incorrect  addresses,  but  assure  you  that  we  did  our  best  to 
have  it  as  perfect  a  list  as  possible. 

In  sending  the  bill  for  the  same  the  printer  remarks  as  follows: 
“Enclosed  may  seem  strenuous.  The  normal  typesetting  expense  was 
more  than  doubled  by  the  changes,  additions  and  eliminations  in  the 
three  or  four  sets  of  proofs.’’ 


The  following  letter  was  received  too  late  for  publication  in  the 
March  Alumnae.  It  seems  a  strange  coincidence  that  at  the  same 
time  we  publish  this  communication  from  Miss  Robertson  we  have 
to  report  that  she,  too,  has  gone  to  her  rest  after  her  long  waiting 
in  blackness  and  sulifering'  for  her  release.  She  died  at  Salem  on 
March  30th.  We  have  received  no  particulars. 

Dear  Miss  Mussen : 

I  received  your  telegram  a  week  ago  Sunday,  but  I  felt  too  sad  to 
write. 

We  who  knew  Miss  Johnstone  best,  I  think,  all  feel  the  same, — 
we  feel  very  sorry  for  her  father  and  the  family, — we  feel  sorry  for 
every  one  connected  with  St.  Luke’s,  even  to  the  last  scrub  woman, — 
we  feel  sorry  for  all  the  nurses,  and  especially  sorry  for  the  future 
nurses  that  they  will  not  be  under  the  influence  of  her  rare  person¬ 
ality, — and  we  are  sorry  for  ourselves,  but  we  are  not  sorry  for  Aliss 
Johnstone. 

God  was  very  good  to  her — he  stilled  her  heart  that  it  might  not 
break.  vShe  could  never  have  endured  being  disabled — she  could  never 
have  endured  the  loneliness  of  blackness. 

I  very  much  appreciate  your  sending  me  word  by  wire — also  your 
writing  me  immediately. 
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1  think  Miss  Johnstone  must  have  reeeived  my  letter  while  she 
was  well  enough  to  read  it.  in  this  letter  1  told  her  1  had  spent. an 
entire  day  dictating  a  long  letter  to  her  but  just  as  it  was  being  sent 
to  the  mail  box  a  note  from  you  told  me  of  her  illness,  which  made 
me  feel  1  had  written  too  much  about  myself  to  make  it  suitable  read¬ 
ing  for  a  tired  superintendent — so  the  letter  went  into  the  fireplace 
instead  of  into  the  mail  box. 

In  my  second  letter,  1  urged  her  to  take  a  long  rest.  I  told  her  it 
was  not  fair  to  herself  after  all  she  had  done  for  others  to  allow  her¬ 
self  to  get  in  a  condition  to  suft'er  days  of  pain. 

Miss  Johnstone,  as  you  know,  was  very  tactful  in  doing  nice 
things  for  her  patients.  So  many  hospital  people  are  not  humani¬ 
tarians.  Probably  no  other  nurse — not  only  in  this  country  but  in 
the  world — has  had  such  a  funeral.  I  am  sure  the  doctors  felt  it  an 
honor  to  be  permitted  to  be  her  honorary  pallbearers.  It  would  never 
occur  to  anyone  that  they  were  conferring  an  honor  upon  her. 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  the  johnstones  descended  from  William 
the  Conqueror.  I  am  sure  Miss  Johnstone  looked  as  if  she  had  the 
blood  of  kings  in  her  veins. 

God  indeed  was  very  good  to  Miss  Johnstone,  for  it  will  be  given 
to  her  as  is  given  to  very  few,  to  have  the  influence  of  their  lives,  in 
ever  widening  circles,  go  down  through  the  years  to  come. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  faculty  of  discovering  the  distinguish¬ 
ing  traits  and  latent  ability  in  others  was  strongly  developed  in  me, 
and  I  am  more  than  proud -that  Miss  Johnstone  fulfilled  my  hopes  for 
her,  as  well  as  far  exceeding  the  expectations  of  others  who  in  the  1 
beginning  could  not  see  her  full  work.  j 

At  first  she  did  not  like  the  change  herself — she  missed  the  ex-  | 
citement  of  the  operating  room.  *

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BY-LAWS  CONCERNING  SICK  BENEFIT.  ' 


ARTICLE  X. 

Annual  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  five 
dollars  for  those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  financial  benefits,  and  two 
dollars  for  those  not  elig'ible,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  upon  admission 
and  at  each  annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of  dues 
for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  benefits 
until  six  months  after  such  arrearage  is  paid. 

Sec.  3.  Any  active  member  eligible  to  financial  benefit  who  may 
have  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years 
and  who  may  become  permanently  incapacitated  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  dues. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Financial  Benefits. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and  dues  and  accruing  from 
iin'estments  shall  constitute  a  general  expense  and  benefit  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick  benefit  upon  com¬ 
plying  with  the  following  conditions : 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being  taken  ill  shall  during  the 
course  of  her  illness  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall 
within  one  week  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  notice:  and  if  such 
acknowledgment  is  not  received  by  the  sick  member  it  shall  be  her 
duty  to  send  further  notices  until  such  acknowledgment  is  received. 
No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  any  sick  benefit  until  such  notice  shall 
have  been  received  by  the  Secretary. 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other  person  than  the  sick  member 
herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  above  requirements,  and  who 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Secretary  not  more  than  two 
weeks  after  being  dismissed  by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the  sum 
of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a  week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Ap-plication  for  this  allowance  must  be  made  by  the  bene¬ 
ficiary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  who  has  been  such  for 
a  period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and  who  may,  through  physical  afflic¬ 
tion,  become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or  otherwise  earning  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Association,  be  financially  assisted 
l)y  the  Association,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  and 
for  a  period  not  longer  than  five  years,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  xAssociation. 

Sec.  6.  Marxied  members  supported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  sick  benefits.

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BY-LAWS  CONCERNING  SICK  BENEFIT. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Annual  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  five 
dollars  for  those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  financial  benefits,  and  two 
dollars  for  those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  upon  admission 
and  at  each  annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of  dues 
for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  benefits 
until  six  months  after  such  arrearage  is  paid. 

Sec.  3.  Any  active  member  eligible  to  financial  benefit  who  may 
have  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years 
and  who  may  become  permanently  incapacitated  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  dues. 


ARTICLE  XI. 

Financial  Benefits. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and  dues  and  accruing  from 
investments  shall  constitute  a  general  expense  and  benefit  fund. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick  benefit  upon  com¬ 
plying  with  the  following  conditions  :

Notification  may  be  made  by  other  person  than  the  sick  member 
herself.  '  ! 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  being  in  need  of  financial  i 
aid,  who  shall  have  complied  with  the  above  requirement,  and  who  ] 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Secretary  not  more  than  two  ) 
weeks  after  being  dismissed  by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the  sum  ■ 
of  seven  and  one-half  dollars  a  week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six 
weeks.  Application  for  this  allowance  must  be  made  by  the  bene¬ 
ficiary.  ^ 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good  standing,  who  has  been  such  for  : 
a  period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and  who  may,  through  physical  afflic¬ 
tion,  become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or  otherwise  earning  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Association,  be  financially  assisted  ■ 
by  the  Association,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  and  , 
for  a  period  not  longer  than  five  years,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  ; 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association.  . 

Sec.  6.  Married  members  supported  by  their  husbands  are  not  : 
eligible  for  sjck  benefits. 
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MINUTES.

The  following  delegates  elected  to  attend  the  A.  N.  A.  convention 
in  San  Francisco : 

Mrs.  Vandervort,  Miss  Eldredge,  Miss  Catherine  Wallace  and 
Miss  Denison. 

Inasmuch  as  the  railway  expenses  of  the  Chicago  delegate  are 
defrayed  by  the  National  Association,  it  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Gregory, 
seconded  by  Miss  Mack,  that  the  Alumnae  pay  her  expenses  in  San 
Francisco — Carried. 

The  other  three  delegates  are  in  California  and  near  the  place  of 
meeting. 

It  was  decided  that  the  delegates  go  uninstructed  and  that  they 
vote  as  appears  best  to  their  judgment  and  that  we  make  no  pledges 
this  year.

The  Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

The  Finance  Committee  as  authorized  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Alumnae,  invested  the  $500  on  hand,  securing  5-$100  Xew  Orleans 
IMunicipal  bonds  yielding  5%  interest.  This  investment  was  recom¬ 
mended  by  ^Ir.  Bryson  and  endorsed  by  the  bank.

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Miss  Jessie  S.  Lawrie,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee: 

We  are  all  going  to  try  very  hard,  from  now  on,  to  save  our 
Alumnae  money  and  invest  it,  so  that  as  time  goes  on  and  our  needs 
and  demands  are  greater,  we  will  have  something  to  fall  back  upon. 

While  we  do  not  want  to  be  penurious  or  deny  anyone  care  in 
time  of  illness,  when  circumstances  warrant  it,  yet  we  believe  that  we 
are  all  of  us  much  too  casual  about  spending  our  income. 

The  budget  for  the  year  ought  to  be  limited  to  the  income  from 
annual  dues, — which  at  the  present  time  would  be  about  $1,400.00 
(less  dues  from  39  delinquent  members). 

W e  should  apportion  so  much  for  printing  and  stamps ;  so  much 
for  sick  benefits ;  so  much  for  emergency ;  and  then  spend  no  more. 

We  have  some  income  from  investments,  but  every  penny  of  in¬ 
terest  should  be  added  to  the  principal ;  this  interest  is  money  for  the 
future;  if  we  start  now  to  plan  for  our  Pension  Fund  (plans  for  which 
Miss  Ambridge  will  soon  outline),  it  will  give  every  nurse  caring  to 
save,  a  small  income  later  on. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  members  who  wish  to  belong  to  the 
Pension  Fund  shall  pay  $5.(X)  in  addition  to  the  regular  dues,  paying 
this  for  twenty  years,  they  are  then  eligible.  That  if  anyone  who  has 
been  a  member  in  good  standing  in  the  Alumnae  for  20-  years,  wishes 
to  pay  the  $5.00  additional  for  the  past  20  years,  she  shall  at  once  be 
eligible  to  the  Pension  Fund,  when  it  becomes  available;  therefore,  to 
this  end  we  believe  that  our  sick  benefit  should  only  be  asked  for  when 
in  actual  need,  and  not  automatically,  simply  because  one  is  a  member 
of  the  Alumnae. 

Members  “off  duty”  for  slight  causes  for  a  week  or  more,  do  not 
really  need  the  benefit  (it  would  be  an  exceptional  case  when  they 
did). 

We  should  husband  every  penny  for  the  “rainy  day,”  which  sooner 
or  later  may  come  to  each  one  of  us,  and  therefore  it  behooves  us  to 
save  wisely. 

St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  Association  is  organized  for  certain  specific 
purposes,  given  in  the  Constitution  as  printed  below  (the  sick  benefit 
being  the  last  and  least  important  of  the  reasons). 

If  we  are  not  contributing  to  the  growth  of  the  Association  by 
our  personal  efforts,  as  named  in  these  Articles  of  the  Constitution, 
then  we  are  not  vital  to  the  organization. 

It  is  frequently  demonstrated  that  many  members  of  the  Alumnae 
know  nothing  of  it,  save  as  a  means  of  financial  aid  in  time  of  illness, 
and  this  is  not  the  right  spirit  toward  promoting  a  healthy  growth. 

If,  by  paying  $5.00  into  the  treasury,  one  has  the  privilege  of 
drawing  out  $100.(X),  then  we  drift  into  a  plain  insurance  company, 
which  is  not  what  we  are  organized  for.  Every  nurse  knows  her 
own  financial  situation  best ;  so  that  if  her  bills  cannot  be  met  in 
periods  of  long  illness,  incapacitating  her  from  earning,  then  she  is 
justified  in  asking  for  the  sick  benefit  fund. 

Will  you  call  the  attention  of  the  young  members  to  the  specific 
reasons  for  which  the  Alumnae  is  organized,  so  that  there  will  be  no 
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future  misunderstanding  about  the  privileges  they  have  in  belonging? 
Will  you  please  send  a  written  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
Miss  Mack  for  publication?

Preamble. 

We,  the  graduates  of  St.  Luke’s  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
Chicago,  realizing  that  in  “Union  is  Strength,”  do  pledge  ourselves  to 
support  by  our  personal  efforts  and  interests,  the  organization  to  be 
called  the  Alumnae  Association  of  St.  Luke’s  Training  School  for 
Nurses. 


ARTICLE  I.

THE  REPORT  OF  YOUR  DELEGATE  TO  THE  MEETING 

OF  THE  A.  N.  A. 


d'he  delegates  selected  were :

Aliss  Wallace  and  Aliss  Eldredge  were  present  at  all  meetings  of  the 
A.  N.  A.  and  such  meetings  of  the  League  and  Public  Health  as  strict 
attendance  at  the  A.  N.  A.  meetings  would  ])ermit. 

Mrs.  A’andervort  attended  no  business  meetings,  but  was  i)resent 
at  Festival  Hall  and  the  Greek  Theatre,  Herkeley. 

Aliss  Denison  attended  all  meetings  for  two  davs. 

The  Secretary  verbally  told  Aliss  Eldredge  to  a])point  one  of  tbe 
other  members  of  the  Alumnae  present  in  San  Francisco  a  delegate  in 
case  one  of  those  elected  was  prevented  from  attending. 

Those  present  were  Alisses  Hipwell,  AIcNiece,  Crampton,  and  Ker¬ 
shaw.  The  hrst  three  not  being  able  to  attend  the  meetings  with  any 
regularity,  declined  to  serve,  and  Aliss  Kershaw  was  aiqoointed. 

Aliss  Denison  being  called  back  earlier  than  expected,  the  re])orts 
\yere  divided  as  follow^s:  Aliss  Denison  on  the  day  of  Red  Cross  meet¬ 
ing;  Aliss  Wallace  to  give  re|)ort  on  the  papers;  Aliss  Eldredge  on  tlie 
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business  meetings  and  on  such  meetings  of  the  League  as  she  could 
attend;  and  Miss  Kershaw  on  the  meetings,  etc.,  of  the  N.  O.  P.  H. 

.\t  a  meeting  of  all  the  nurses  mentioned,  with  the  exception  of  Mrs. 
Vandervort,  and  in  absence  of  all  written  instructions  unless  Mrs.  \'an- 
dervort  had  received  them,  it  was  decided  that'  Miss  Eldredge  should 
hud  out  from  the  Treasurer  what  sums  St.  Luke’s  Alumnae  had  pledged 
last  year  and  du])licate  them  for  this  year.  In  accordance  with  which 
the  sum  of  $25.00  was  pledged  to  both  the  Relief  Fund  and  the 
1.  H.  R.  M.  F.  Your  delegates  were  much  distressed  later  to  hud  that 
the  Alumnae  had  voted  not  to  make  any  jdedges  this  year. 

Also  in  the  matter  of  voting,  no  instructions  were  received  l)y  any 
delegate,  unless  Mrs.  Vkindervort,  therefore  we  are  at  a  loss  to  say  if 
the  instructions  of  the  Alumnae  were  carried  out,  and  would  like  to 
suggest  that  in  the  future  typewritten  sli])s  of  instruction  should  be  sent 
both  to  delegates  and  alternates,  so  that  no  such  mistakes  may  be  made 
and  that  no  conflict  in  votes  may  occur  as  there  undoubtedly  did  this  year, 
Mrs.  \’andervort’s  vote  being  sent  to  her  and  being  cast  without  being 
seen  by  the  other  delegates. 

In  giving  my  report  on  the  business  meeting  I  am  not  giving  it  from 
day  -to  day,  as  there  were  but  three  business  meetings,  the  first  being 
adjourned  and  not  meeting  again  until  towards  the  end  of  the  session. 

A  new  fund  was  established,  to  be  used  as  a  loan  fund  in  connection 
with  the  I.  H.  R.  Alem.,  this  to  be  called  the  Isabel  Mclsaacs  fund.  It 
was  started  by  the  Illinois  Training  School  with  a  pledge  of  $500.00. 
The  total  sums  pledged  for  these  three  funds  I  was  not  able  to  ascertain 
at  the  meetings. 

Report. 

The  eighteenth  annual  convention  of  the  American  Xurses  Associa- 
I  tion  met  in  San  Francisco,  California,  June  20th  to  2r)th. 

I  The  Cliff  Motel  was  made  the  headquarters.  The  majority  of  the 

i  sessions  were  held  in  the  First  Congregational  Church.  A  directors’ 

!  meeting  was  called  for  Saturday  evening,  June  19,  but  there  being  no 
quorum  was  postponed  until  the  morning  of  the  20th,  but  on  Saturday 
evening  a  dinner  was  given  by  the  California  State  Nurses’  Association 
to  such  officers  of  the  three  associations  as  had  arrived. 

Sunday  morning  was  devoted  to  board  and  committee  meetings  of 
the  three  associations.  After  the  A.  N.  A.  meeting  the  Executive  Board 
with  representatives  of  the  Journal  Board  anrl  the  other  two  organiza¬ 
tions,  solemnly  burned  and  cancelled  notes  which  had  been  held  so  long 
by  the  Journal  Board,  which  cancellation  leaves  the  American  journal 
of  Nursing  entirely  free  from  debt  and  the  ])ro])erty  of  the  A.  Xk  A. 

At  8  p.  m.  a  special  service  was  held  in  the  First  Congregational 
Church.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Aked  preached  on  “The  XTirse,  Her  History  and 
Her  Mystery.”  Dr.  Aked,  who  is  known  as  a  very  eloquent  man,  made 
the  mistake  so  often  made,  of  tracing  the  history  of  nursing  not  altogether 
accurately,  and  dwelt  at  length  on  the  Sairy  Camp  type  of  nurses,  who 
are  to  us  a  somewhat  threadbare  subject,  and  was  a  bit  flippant,  as  even 
the  best  of  men  are  apt  to  be  with  ju'ofessional  women.  A  sermon  for  us 
and  to  us — not  on  us — w:ould  be  exceedingly  interesting  if  some  man 
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would  only  preach  it.  The  music  at  this  service  was  exceptionally  line 
and  the  church  crowded  to  capacity. 

Monday  morning  was  devoted  to  the  registration  of  delegates  and 
visitors. 

The  first  business  session  of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  A.  N.  A. 
convened  at  2  p.  m.  on  Monday.  Roll  call  was  followed  by  reports  from 
the  International  Council.  Miss  Goodrich.  President  of  the  International, 
s|)oke  most  eloquently  on  the  reasons  for  the  postponement  of  the  Inter¬ 
national  meeting  which  was  to  have  been  held,  and  of  the  gratitude  felt 
by  all  at  the  presence  of  the  delegates  from  England,  Australia  and  Hol¬ 
land — ]Miss  Hulme,  a  nurse  from  New  Zealand,  representing  the  Council 
of  Nurses  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland;  Miss  Kind,  the  B.  J.  of  N. ;  Airs. 
Arstredes  of  Holland,  and  Miss  Hunter  of  Australia.  The  announcement 
was  made  that  the  International  Council  would  meet  in  Denmark  in  1918. 
The  President  chosen  was  Aladame  Henny  Ischerung.  Aliss  Bray  and 
Aliss  Dock  were  re-elected  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  The  report  of  the 
Secretary  was  read  by  Aliss  Deans,  Second  Vice-President,  serving  for 
Aliss  DeWdtt,  who  was  unable  to  be  present  owing  to  the  serious  illness 
of  her  mother. 

’The  Treasurer’s  report  showed  a  cash  balance  of  $5,090.25  for  the 
A.  N.  A.,  and  a  Relief  Fund  amounting  to  $13,852.94. 

A  number  of  associations  were  received  into  membership  (30)  and 
several  resignations  acce])te(l.  It  had  been  decided  to  abandon  the  idea 
of  presenting  funds  for  the  Florence  Nightingale  Alemorial,  and  to  return 
to  donors  moneys  received  towards  expenses  of  the  International  Asso¬ 
ciation  which  had  been  abandoned  owing  to  the  war. 

The  Revision  Committee  reported  that  the  Constitution  would  have 
to  be  amended,  changing  its  purpose  so  as  to  include  the  Relief  Fund, 
also  that  the  By-Laws  would  have  to  be  changed,  particularly  Article  I 
on  Alembership,  and  advised  further  time  be  given  this  subject  and  con¬ 
ference  with  the  Revision  Committee  of  the  N.  L.  of  E.  and  the  O.  for 
P.  H.  N.  with  reference  to  the  formation  of  a  National  Council,  the 
lawyer  having  given  the  opinion  that  the  present  method  of  giving  repre¬ 
sentation  to  these  organizations  through  the  Executive  Committee  is  not 
legal.  Thus  Article  7,  Section  2,  is  eliminated.  It  was  voted  that  the 
report  of  the  Revision  Committee  be  accepted  and  the  work  be  handed 
back  to  the  committee  for  further  consideration,  and  instructing  that  such 
consultation  should  be  made  that  there  might  be  agreement  in  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  affiliated  associations,  and  that  further  report  be  presented 
to  the  Annual  Convention  in  1916. 

A  request  from  the  Committee  A.  H.  A.  on  the  grading  of  nurses 
was  received,  and  the  request  granted  that  a  committee  composed  of 
members  of  the  three  associations  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Com¬ 
mittee  qf  the  A.  H.  A. 

Invitations  from  Louisville.  New  Orleans  and  several  other  cities 
were  received.  The  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  that  New 
Orleans  be  accepted  was  adopted. 

The  meeting  adjourned,  leaving  several  reports  and  much  unfinished 
1)usiness  to  be  taken  u])  on  Tuesday  at  8:30  a.  m.  Tea  was  served  daily 
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from  4  to  4:30,  giving  an  opportunity  for  many  friendly  meetings  and 
social  intercourse. 

At  8  p.  m.  Monday,  the  hrst  general  session  of  the  three  organiza¬ 
tions  was  held  in  the  First  Congregational  Church,  Miss  Cook  presiding. 
The  invocation  by  the  Very  Rev.  J.  Wilmer  Gresham,  Dean  of  Grace 
Cathedral,  was  so  beautifully  spoken  that  we  felt  he  could  have  preached 
the  sermon  that  proved  beyond  Dr.  Aked.  The  address  of  welcome  by 
Mrs.  Sanborn,  i^resident  of  the  Woman’s  Board  of  the  P.  P.  I.  E.,  telling 
us  what  the  women  of  California  had  done  for  the  Exposition  and  offer¬ 
ing  us  not  only  a  welcome  but  the  hospitality  of  the  California  Building, 
was  most  interesting  and  inspiring.  The  response  from  Miss  Goodwin 
was  such  as  she  always  gives.  She  spoke  most  feelingly  on  the  work 
being  done  by  those  who  but  for  the  war  would  have  been  with  us,  and 
the  affectionate  way  in  which  our  English  delegates  spoke  of  Sister  Agnes 
Karl  and  her  fellow  nurse  made  us  realize  that  the  bond  between  us 
is  one  that  even  war  can  not  sever. 

The  addresses  from  the  presidents  of  the  three  organizations,  par¬ 
ticularly  that  of  Miss  Noyes,  were  wonderfully  inspiring,  but  these  can 
be  read  in  full  in  the  A.  J.  N.  and  in  the  published  Report  of  the  National 
League  for  N.  E. 

At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  A.  J.  of  N.  Co.  was  read  by  Miss  Noyes,  President. 
The  Journal  is  in  flourishing  condition.  Aliss  Noyes  called  for  a  further 
report  from  the  editor.  Miss  Palnier,  who  summed  up  by  saying:  “The 
future  of  the  Journal,  as  of  the  nursing  profession,  rests  with  the  pupil 
nurses  of  the  land.  We  must  concentrate  on  the  young  women  who  are 
studying  today.’’ 

The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  you  know.  Three  names 
were  added  from  the  floor.  Miss  Cook  of  California,  Miss  McKinley  of 
Alissouri,  Misses  Alontgomery  of  Pennsylvania,  Ahrens  of  Illinois,  and 
Perrin  of  Colorado  were  appointed  tellers.  Adisses  Alaxwell,  New  AMrk, 
Taylor,  Indiana,  and  Graham,  New  York,  were  appointed  on  the  Reso¬ 
lutions  Committee. 

The  matter  of  national  headquarters  was  carried  over  until  another 
year,  as  through  some  misunderstanding  a  canvass  had  been  made  of  only 
the  Aliddle  West  and  West,  the  East  not  having  had  an  opportunity  for 
an  expression  of  opinion. 

The  following  questions  were  to  be  discussed:  (1)  Shall  we  have 
one  executive  secretary  for  the  three  organizations?  (2)  How  much 
expenditure  of  money  will  this  entail? 

The  subject  of  the  National  Pin  was  not  brought  up  in  open  session, 
but  at  an  executive  meeting  it  was  advised  that  a  canvass  be  made  to  And 
out  if  a  pin  is  desirable. 

The  report  of  the  Robb  Alemorial  showed  several  scholarships  given 
and  many  ajq^lications. 

Aliss  Gil)erson  gave  the  report  from  the  Relief  Fund,  which  has  been 
])reviously  mentioned  in  the  I'reasurer’s  report. 

The  sale  of  the  Calendar,  while  not  up  to  its  usual  mark,  made  monev, 
but  the  chairman  advised  that  no  Calendar  be  issued  this  year,  which 
suggestion  was  adot)ted. 
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'I'wo  benefits  have  been  given  this  ])ast  year. 

'file  incorporation  of  the  Relief  b'und  is  one  of  the  subjects  still  npi 
for  discussion. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  gave  its  report,  with  resolutions  of* 
thanks  tt)  all  who  had  contributed  so  generously  to  our  entertainment,  asj 
well  as  on  many  other  more  serious  themes,  notably  a  resolution  on  thei 
loss  to  the  A.  X.  A.  through  the  death  of  Miss  Mclsaacs.

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BY-LAWS  CONCERNING  SICK  BENEFIT. 


ARTICLE  X. 

Annual  Dues. 

Section  1.  The  annual  fee  for  active  membership  shall  be  five  dollars 
for  those  entitled  to  sick  and  other  financial  benefits,  and  two  dollars  for 
those  not  eligible,  payable  to  the  Treasurer  upon  admission  and  at  each 
annual  meeting,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  be  in  default  of  payment  of  dues 
for  a  period  of  three  months  shall  not  be  entitled  to  financial  benefits* 
until  six  months  after  such  arrearage  is  paid. 

Sec.  3.  Any  active  member  eligible  to,  financial  benefit  who  may 
have  been  a  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years  and 
who  may  become  permanently  incapacitated  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  dues. 


ARTICLE  XL 
Financial  Benefits. 

Section  1.  All  moneys  from  fees  and  dues  and  accruing  from  invest¬ 
ments  shall  constitute  a  general  expense  and  benefit  fund.  ' 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  .such  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sick  benefit  upon  complying 
with  the  following  conditions ; 

Sec.  3.  Every  member  upon  being  taken  ill  shall  during  the  course 
of  her  illness  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  who  shall  within 
one  week  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  said  notice ;  and  if  such  acknowledg¬ 
ment  is  not  received  by  the  sick  member  it  shall  be  her  duty  to  send 
further  notices  until  such  acknowledgment  is  received.  No  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  anv  sick  benefit  until  such  notice  shall  have  been  received 
bv  the  Secretarv. 

j  •/ 

Notification  may  be  made  by  other  person  than  the  sick  member 
herself. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  in  good  standing  being  in  need  of  financial 
aid,  who  sJiall  have  complied  with  the  above  requirement,  and  who  shall 
make  written  application  to  the  Secretary  not  more  than  two  weeks 
after  being  dismissed  by  the  doctor,  may  be  allowed  the  sum  of  seven 
and  one-half  dollars  a  week  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  six  weeks.  Appli¬ 
cation  for  this  allowance  must  be  made  by  the  beneficiary. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  in  good  standing  who  has  been  such  for  a 
period  of  five  years  or  longer,  and  who  may,  through  physical  affliction, 
become  incapacitated  for  nursing  or  otherwise  earning,  the  necessities  of 
life,  may,  upon  vote  of  the  Association,  be  financially  assisted  by  the 
Association,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  annually,  and  for  a 
period  not  longer  than  five  years,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  IMarried  members  supported  by  their  husbands  are  not 
eligible  for  s;ck  benefits. 
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The  ATTENTION  of  the  Nurses  of  St.  Luke’s  Alumiice  is  called 
to  the  fact  that  alumnse  dues  are  due  and  payable  oii  or  before  the 
annual  meeting — the  third  Tuesday  in  January,  and  that  notices  will 
be  sent  out  by  the  Treasurer  to  that  effect. 


The  Secretary  would  like  a  few  extra  copies  of  the  Septeml^er 
Journal  and  would  be  grateful  if  any  who  do  not  care  to  keep  theirs 
would  send  them  to  621  Cornelia  Ave.  She  also  wishes  to  publicly  ex¬ 
tend  thanks  to  the  nurse  who  has  supplied  the  numbers  which  she  has 
so  long  been  desirous  of  obtaining  to  complete  a  file. 


A  woman  who  is  in  straightened  circumstances  and  who  expects 
to  be  a  patient  in  “4  W”  very  soon  has  not  been  able  to  provide  the 
necessary  clothes  for  her  1j)aby.  Anyone  having  access  to  cast-off 
baby  clothes  will  be  helping  to  relieve  a  real  anxiety  if  she  will  send 
them  to  the  Secretary. 

lA^ery  nurse  writing  to  the  Secretar)^  who  does  not  receive  a  repl}^ 
within  a  reasonable  time,  or  any  nurse  with  an  incorrect  address  or 
who  does  not  receive  her  “AlumncC,”  will  please  call  the  attention  of 
the  Secretary  to  that  fact  and  she  will  be  more  than  glad  to  remedy 
the  matter.  Letters  are  apt  to  go  astray  in  either  direction,  but  it  is 
the  sincere  desire  and  aim  of  the  Secretary  to  answer  every  communi¬ 
cation  and  that  every  member  receive  every  Journal  and  every  notice. 

We  are  in  receipt  this  month  of  a  letter  from  one  of  the  younger 
nurses,  who  says:  ‘T  wanted  so  much  to  attend  the  October  meeting 
but  was  unable  to  do  so.  I  want  so  much  to  help  keep  up  as  well  as  * 
build  up  the  standing  of  such  an  association.  If  there  is  anything  I 
can  help  do  at  any  time  I  will  be  more  than  pleased  to  help.”

Report  of  Nominating  Committee  given  by  the  Chairman,  Miss 
A\  hitcomb,  showing  that  with  a  very  few  exceptions  the  committee 
had  succeeded  in  securing  at  least  two  consenting  candidates  for  all 
offices  and  expected  to  have  the  ticket  complete  in  a  very  short  time. 
1  he  Chairman  also  states  that  she  still  expects  to  give  the  list  of  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  declined  to  serve  the  Alumnae  on  its  executive. 

Miss  Gruber  reported  that  all  arrangements  had  been  completed

Miss  Browne  reported  to  the  y\ssociation  what  she  knew  regard¬ 
ing  the  prospective  gift  of  a  cottage  to  the  Alumnse  by  a  member.  A 
committee  consisting  of  Misses  Browne,  Hipwell  and  Spohr  was  ap- 
])ointed  by  the  chair  to  confer  with  Mrs.  Hutchinson,  who  knows  about 
the  matter,  and  to  report  to  the  Association  at  the  next  meeting. 

A  communication  from  Miss  Ahrens,  chairman  of  the  Club  House 
Committee,  was  read  by  the  Secretary,  stating  that  all  Alumnae  Asso¬ 
ciations  are  represented  on  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  present  time, 
St.  Luke’s  having  four  representatives.

Report  of  Miss  McNab,  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  Federation 
of  Women’s  Clubs  at  Rockford,  was  read  by  Miss  Spohr.  Mrs.  Clark 
gave  her  report  verbally. 

Communication  from  Miss  Eldredge  to  the  Association  read  bv 
Miss  Whitcomb  regarding  the  payment  of  delegate’s  expenses  to  the 
San  Francisco  convention.  Secretary  instructed  to  write  explaining 
the  matter. 

The  question  of  the  ticket  of  nominations  for  the  First  District 
was  then  brought  up  and  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Misses 
Mack,  Preston  and  Crompton. 

An  intermission  was  here  taken  to  adjourn  to  the  sitting-room 
for  refreshments,  the  meeting  to  convene  again  immediately  after¬ 
ward  to  discuss  the  revision  of  the  Constitution.

Report  of  Pension  Fund  Committee 

After  reading  the  letters  from  the  Treasurer  of  Mt.  Sinai  and 
the  President  of  the  Presbyterian  Alumnce  Associations  of  New  York, 
your  Pension  Committee  decided  that  we  must  bend  all  our  efforts  to 
raising  money  for  our  fund. 

Mt.  Sinai  Alumnse  made  the  mistake  of  beginning  to  pay  pensions 
to  their  forty  members,  who  were  eligible,  with  a  capital  of  $60,000, 
and  could  pay  onl}^  $5.25  a  month,  which  was  to  everyone  most  un¬ 
satisfactory.  The  Presbyterian  Alumiice,  profiting  by  their  experience, 
have  bent  all  their  efforts  to  raising  a  $100,000  fund,  and  in  three  years 
have  raised  $17,000. 

We  decided  to  ask  the  Alumnje  to  start  the  Pension  Fund  with 
the  $1,500  Smith  Fund,  or  if  this  were  not  possible  a  like  sum  from 
their  investments.  We  will  write  a  letter  or  announcement  for  the 
next  Alumnce  to  bring  our  project  before  the  nurses.  We  also  think 
a  larger  committee  could  do  better  work.

OPEN  LETTER 

1212  Hartford  Bldg*.,  Chicago,  Nov.  19,  1915. 

Dear  Miss  Mack : 

The  other  evening  a  most  interesting  discussion  took  place  be¬ 
tween  several  St.  Luke’s  nurses  who  were  spending  the  evening  to¬ 
gether.  Some  of  the  group  contended  that  most  of  the  members  join 
the  Alumnae  Association  for  the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  sick 
benefit,  and  therefore,  though  we  created  two  classes  of  dues — one 
for  $5.00  annually  for  those  who  were  to  receive  the  sick  benefit — and 
one  of  $2.00  annually  for  those  who  did  not  care  for  it — that  most  of 
the  members  Avould  still  wish  to  pay  $5.00  because  of  the  privilege  of 
care  in  illness.  Then  there  were  some  contended,  on  the  other  hand, 
that  at  least  two-thirds  would  prefer  the  smaller  fee — and  be  quite 
willing  to  forego  the  sick  benefit.  It  would  open  an  interesting  con- 
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troversy  if  you  would  ask  the  members  through  the  Journal  to  answer 
the  following  question  : 

Which  do  you  prefer  to  do — pay  $5.00  annually  with  financial 
privileges,  or  $2.00  without  such  privileges?

Dear  Miss  Whitcomb: 

I  must  positively  decline  to  let  my  name  go  on  the  ticket  for  nom¬ 
ination  as  President  of  the  Alumme  .\ssociation  unless  I  am  assured 
that  two  things  are  done : 

First :  That  every  person  in  the  Alumnae  ELIGIBLE  to  this 
-  office  has  been  EARNESTLY  SOLICITED  to  accept  the  nomination 
and  will  serve  if  elected. 

Second :  That  if  my  name  is  up  for  re-election  it  must  go  side 
by  side  on  the  ticket  with  someone  who  stands  just  as  good  a  chance 
of  being  elected  as  I  will.  1  am  convinced  that  it  is  neither  dignified 
nor  right  on  my  part  to  give  ni}^  time,  my  enthusiasm  and  .ability  to 
an  office  which  I  only  fill  because  no  one  else  wants  it.  I  am  having 
daily  demands  of  a  very  important  nature  which  require  my  service 
in  many  directions  and  while  I  am  glad  to  share  this  service  with  the 
Alumnoe,  we  can  never  hope  to  make  any  great  progress  under  such 
conditions.  Being  the  President  of  St.  Luke’s  Alumn^e  is  a  BIG  JOB, 
and  to  get  it  and  to  hold  it  creditably  should  be  one  of  competition 
and  not  toleration.  I  have  paid  out  during  the  year  from  my  own 
pocket  $65.00  in  railway  fares  in  order  to  be  present  at  meetings,  be¬ 
cause  I  felt  it  was  my  duty.  I  have  arranged  36  hours  every  month 
given  to  Alumnae  business,  and  even  then  I  do  not  consider  we  have 
accomplished  one-third  of  the  work  ive  should  have  done.  If  I  may  be 
allowed  to  suggest,  the  thing  we  most  need — is  some  new  life — the 
younger  group  who  will  put  some  “ginger”  into  the  organization. 
Beginning  with  the  graduates  of  six  or  seven  years  ago,  there  are  many 
fine  nurses  who  ought  to  be  of  great  help.  Then  may  1  go  further 
and  say  that  I  think  both  VICE-PRESIDENTS  should  be  elected  on 
the  ground  of  the  same  qualifications  as  for  PRESIDENT,  and  should 
be  available  to  serve  as  President  at  any  time,  keeping  in  mind  the 
idea  of  qualifying  for  rotation  in  office.  It  is  never  a  just  or  fair  pro¬ 
ceeding  either  to  allow  a  name  on  the  ticket  who  will  not  be  available 
for  service  if  elected  and  who  does  not  stand  an  equal  chance  with 
the  other  nominee.  This  applies  to  all  officers  elected  by  ballot.  I  be¬ 
lieve  a  ticket  brought  in  by  other  than  the  Nominating  Committee  is  a 
procedure  of  many  organizations  which  secures  fine  results  and  puts  a 
premium  on  the  office — the  office  being  sought  by  the  nominee — rather 
than  the  opposite.  Vhy  not  try  this  in  our  Alumnae? 

I  have  a  lot  of  time,  love  and  enthusiasm  to  give  to  St.  Luke’s 
Alumnae,  but  I  should  like  also  to  feel  that  my  efforts  were  rightly  di¬ 
rected.  I  have  written  this  to  you  as  an  open  letter,  hoping  to  get  you 
new  recruits.  I  am,  however,  quite  decided  in  my  declaration  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  this  letter  and  more  than  sorry  that  you  are  having  such 
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hard  time  to  get  your  ticket  filled.  You  have  worked  so  patiently 
-and  I  regret  adding  to  your  burdens.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  STATE  FEDERATIOK 

OF  WOMEN’S  CLUBS 


Never  having  attended  a  convention  before  as  a  delegate,  I  have 
probably  forgotten  the  things  you  wanted  to  know  about  and  brought 
the  things  of  least  importance,  but  as  practice  makes  perfect,  if  I  keep 
going,  I  may  improve  some  day. 

Arriving  in  Rockford  Tuesday,  November  the  ninth,  we  were 
met  by  the  train  committee  and  taken  to  our  headquarters. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  after  registering,  we  attended  our  first 
meeting  of  the  State  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  which  opened  on. 
Tuesday  with  Mrs.  Zimmerman,  the  president,  presiding. 

First  business  was  the  nomination  of  officers  and  delegates  to 
the  General  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  to  be  held  in  New  York 
in  1916,  followed  by  reports  from  the  various  committees  on  home 
economics  and  pure  food,  institutional  visiting,  and  industrial  condi¬ 
tions. 

Miss  Anna  Henricksen  gave  a  splendid  report  on  the  condition  of 
the  jails  in  Illinois,  which  she  said  were  a  disgrace  to  the  state,  es- 
])ecially  the  Chicago  jails,  which  are  not  factors  in  the  prevention  of 
crime,  but  are  powerful  factors  in  the  promotion  of  crime  and  degen¬ 
eracy. 

Prof.  Edwin  D.  Starbuck,  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa,  closed 
the  morning  session  with  an  address  on  “The  Worth  of  a  Child.” 

After  a  good  lunch  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  conven¬ 
tion  opened  with  a  report  of  the  Department  of  Art  by  Mrs.  Hagler, 
who  introduced  the  speaker,  Mr.  Nicholas  V.  Lindsay,  who  spoke  on 
“The  Art  of  the  Moving  Picture  Play.”  He  said  the  moving  picture 
theater,  instead  of  being  a  pleasant  place  to  spend  an  hour  or  two, 
could  be  made  sui)erior  to  the  legitimate  drama  as  the  abode  of  true 
art.  Julia  of  Bethulia  and  The  Battle  Hymn  of  the  Republic  being 
examples  of  great  art  and  worth  seeing. 

Report  of  the  Civil  Service  Committee  was  read  by  Mrs.  Burgess, 
who  introduced  Senator  Morton  D.  Hull,  who  spoke  for  a  few  min¬ 
utes  on  civil  service — a  question  of  motive.  He  spoke  against  the  sys¬ 
tem  which,  aljows  the  hiring  of  incompetent  attendants  and  physicians 
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in  state  institutions,  and  made  a  plea  for  better  civil  service  which 
would  remove  many  of  the  state  officers  from  politics. 

Mr.  Edward  J.  Ward  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin  gave  a  very 
brilliant  talk  on  “The  World’s  House  of  Representatives.” 

We  were  then  invited,  with  Miss  Fulmer,  to  go  with  Dr.  Patter¬ 
son  of  Rockford  to  see  the  splendid  tubercular  hospital  or  sanatorium 
built  by  the  city  of  Rockford  for  the  care  of  its  poor.  Situated  on  a 
high  bluff  a  few  miles  out  from  the  city,  it  was  an  ideal  place  to  live. 
In  the  evening  we  attended  a  musical  given  by  the  Music  Department. 

On  Thursday  the  first  address  was  given  by  Miss  Julia  A.  Gul¬ 
liver,  president  of  Rockford  College,  who  spoke  on  the  Twentieth 
Century  Quest  for  the  Holy  Grail.  The  address  was  so  long  I  forgot 
it  all.  Hon.  Hugh  S.  Magill  spoke  on  the  Illinois  State  Centennial  to 
be  celebrated  in  1918  and  urged  the  women  of  Illinois  to  unite  in  mak¬ 
ing  it  a  success  all  over  the  state. 

We  then  cast  our  votes  for  the  officers  for  the  coming  year  and 
lor  twenty-three  delegates  to  the  General  Federation. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Ladd  gave  the  report  of  the  Library  Department  and  in¬ 
troduced  Miss  Anna  M.  Price,  who  spoke  briefly  on  “The  Province  of 
the  Public  Library  in  Illinois.”  She  urged  the  careful  selection  of 
books  and  gave  a  general  survey  of  the  work  of  the  Lil)rary  lilxtension 
Bureau. 

Mrs.  E.  R.  Curry,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
made  her  report  and  introduced  Dr.  William  Sadler,  who  spoke  most 
entertainingly  on  Faith  and  Fear  in  Relation  to  Health.  He  was  the 
most  popular  speaker  at  the  convention  and  g^ve  many  new  ideas  of 
the  easiest  way  to  banish  worry,  superstition  and  all  forms  of  neurosis. 
He  pointed  out  the  fact  that  medical  science  had  long  neglected  the 
mind  in  the  healing  of  human  ills.  He  showed  us  how  to  relax  and 
urged  every  one  to  laugh — a  good  laugh  being  a  cure  for  many  ills. 

On  Friday  the  principal  speaker  was  Miss  Kathleen  O.  Breenan, 
society  editor  of  the  Irish  Times  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  who  spoke  on 
Woman’s  Work  in  Ireland,  followed  by  the  introduction  of  the  new 
officers.  After  singing  the  hymn,  “Blest  Be  the  Tie  that  Binds,”  the 
convention  adjourned  until  1916.

REPORT  OF  THE  A.  N.  A.  DELEGATE 


The  three  national  organizations  of  nurses,  the  American  Nurses’ 
Association,  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education,  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  Organization  for  Public  Health  Nursing,  met  Sunday  evening, 
June  20,  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  San  Francisco,  where 
the  Rev.  Dr.  C.  F.  Aked  preached  on  “The  Nurse,  Her  History  and 
M3"stery.” 

As  a  delegate  of  the  American  Nurses’  Association,  I  confine  m\" 
report  to  the  proceedings  of  this  Association. 
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Monday  morning  the  registration  of  delegates  took  place.  There 
were  very  few  from  foreign  countries  on  account  of  the  Great  War, 
In  the  afternoon  a  business  session  was  called,  reports  read,  etc. 
American  nurses  greatly  beneht  by  state  registration,  of  which  much 
need  is  felt  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  is  the  report  of  the  delegate 
from  that  country.  The  delegate  from  Holland  reports  nursing  con¬ 
ditions  there  greatly  improved  recently  in  length  of  hours  and  general 
conditions.  The  report  from  Australia  and  New  Zealand  shows  a  very 
high  standard  of  nursing  there.  They  have  two  large  associations 
of  nurses,  but  all  Australian  nurses  have  one  examination,  one  standard 
and  one  state  of  efficiency.  New  Zealand  has  even  a  higher  standard 
than  Australia.  Their  nurses,  before  entering  the  training  school, 
must  have  a  certain  educational  certificate,  and  before  securing  their 
diploma  must  pass  an  examination  that  is  held  on  the  same  day  in  all 
parts  of  the  colony.  Financial  reports  on  the  American  Nurses’  Ass*'*- 
ciation,  Nurses’  Relief  Fund  and  Nursing  Journal  followed.  The  meet¬ 
ing  then  adjourned  to  hear  Mrs.  Berry,  Exposition  Art  Critic,  speak  on 
the  Art  of  the  Exposition. 

In-  the  evening  a  joint  session  of  the  A.  N.  A.,  N.  L.  N.  E.  and 
N.  O.  P.  H  was  held  in  the  church  The  addresses  were  delivered 
and  much  enthusiasm  showni  by  the  assembled  nurses. 

Tuesday  morning  the  “Private  Duty”  session  was  held. 

In  papers  on  “Private  Duty  Nurse  and  Her  Relation  to  the  Reg¬ 
istry”  and  “Business  Woman  as  Registrar,”  it  was  shown  how  much 
the  nurse  can  do  toward  helping  the  registry  and  how  important  the 
registry  is  to  her.  It  was  suggested  that  the  registry  could  be  greatly 
enlarged  by  having  connected  with  it  a  seamstress  for  making  uni¬ 
forms,  a  room  to  show  nurses’  handiwork,  someone  who  could  give 
information  and  advice  on  nursing  questions  and  more  general  adver¬ 
tising  of  the  directory.  Remarks  were  made  that  the  Registrar  should 


])e  a  nurse  in  order  to  properly  select  the  nurses  for  cases,  and  that  cre¬ 
dentials  from  her  training  school  should  be  supplied  by  nurse  apppdng 
to  registrar.  Registrar  should  have  a  pleasant  voice  and  unprejudiced 
mind  and  be  helpful  in  choosing  nurse  suited  to  the  case,  not  neces¬ 
sarily  taking  first  nurse  on  the  list  if  unsuitable. 

The  paper,  “Contagious  Nursing  in  the  Home,”  was  very  concise. 
It  gave  the  importance  of  good  health  in  the  nurse,  of  a  sunny  room 
and  fresh  air  for  the  patient,  running  w'ater  handy,  room  bare  of  in¬ 
cumbrances,  paper  napkins  to  be  used  for  expectoration  and  burned 
afterwards,  soiled  linen  to  be  soaked  in  cold  water  and  then  steamed 
aftervv’ards.  Bichloride  bath  on  leaving  case  and  formaldehyde  good 
for  fumi.^ation  of  room. 

In  “Characteristics  Requisite  for  a  Private  Duty  Nurse”  tact  was 
believed  to  be  very  imj)<.)rtant,  good  home  training  and  ada])tability 
with  a  sense  of  humor  great  assets.  Quiet  dressing,  no  jewelry,  etc., 
most  necessary.  Interest  in  patient  and  w'ork  will  be  almost  invariably' 
appreciated. 

Miss  Denison’s  reports  cover  Tuesday  afternoon  and  the  Red 
Cross  session  Wednesday  morning. 


Wednesday-  afternoon,  under  the  aust)iccs  of  the  International 
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Council  of  Nurses,  a  session  was  held  in  the  beautiful  Greek  Theatre 
of  Berkeley. 

Greetings  from  the  Nurses’  Council  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
were  read  by  Miss  Hume,  International  Delegate  from  that  country. 

Welcome  and  commendation  to  the  nurses  came  through  Mr. 
Rowell,  Regent  of  the  University  of  California  and  Commissioner  of 
the  Exhibition. 

In  the  paper,  “Power  of  the  Professional  Press,”  Miss  Palmer  gave 
a  history  of  periodicals  and  then  made  a  few  remarks  about  the 
Nurses’  Journal,  what  it  is  doing  and  the  support  it  requires  of  all 
nurses. 

“What  the  Medical  Profession  Can  Contribute  to  Nursing  Edu¬ 
cation,”  by  Dr.  Favill  of  Chicago,  was  most  interesting.  He  believes 
that  the  medical  profession  should  do  much  more  for  nurses  than  it 
does  in  giving  instruction,  etc.  Though  most  women  go  into  nursing 
for  a  living,  the  nurse  should  be  taught,  before  she  finishes  her  train¬ 
ing,  that  there  is  much  in  nursing  besides  its  pecuniary  advantages, 
and  come  out  with  higher  ideals  than  she  entered  for  the  benefit  of 
humanity.  He  was  enthusiastically  received. 

In  the  evening  a  Hawaiian  dinner  for  the  nurses  was  given  in  the 
Horticultural  Building  of  the  Exposition.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meet¬ 
ing  many  of  the  nurses  and  was  delighted  to  find  in  what  high  esteem 
our  St.  Luke’s  is  held.  Taking  the  nurses  together,  they  made  a  gath¬ 
ering  of  fine,  able,  cultivated  women,  and  one  could  not  help  feeling 
proud  of  being  one  of  their  number. 

Thursday  morning  the  talk  on  “Indian  Nursing  and  Nursing 
Indians,”  by  our  Indian  nurse,  gave  me  much  enlightenment  on  the 
existing  conditions.  Information  on  this  subject  may  be  had  from  the 
Department  of  the  Interior.  Tuberculosis  and  neglect  of  the  eyes  are 
prevalent  with  the  Indian.  Competent  nursing  is  needed;  social 
workers  are  of  great  help ;  contagious  diseases  common ;  conditions 
terrible.  It  requires  patience  and  tolerance  of  the  habits  which  have 
been  mainly  acquired  from  the  white  man. 

The  paper,  “Some  Points  on  Organization  Work,”  showed  very 
plainly  the  value  and  absolute  necessity  of  the  organizations  of  nurses 
for  their  betterment. 

In  the  “Future  of  the  Central  Registry”  we  find  the  registry  is 
conducted  entirely  for  the  nurses’  benefit  and  on  impartial,  honest 
principles.  The  larger  training  schools  do  not  feel  the  necessity  of  a 
central  registry  as  the  smaller  ones  do,  though  in  Chicago  and  else¬ 
where  many  of  the  large  hospitals  use  it  entirely  for  their  graduates. 

Report  on  registries,  discussion  of  non-professional  registries 
and  the  Central  Directories  and  Directory  Rules  and  Government  fol¬ 
lowed.  It  all  seemed  to  prove  that  the  competent  nurse  would  be  kept 
steadily  employed  if  she  were  known  in  the  community,  but  if  un¬ 
known,  a  good  central  directory  would  be  of  great  assistance  to  her. 
It  was  suggested  that  new  graduates  should  be  allowed  a  few  months 
on  the  register  for  no  fee  so  they  could  make  a  start. 

Thursday  afternoon  was  given  to  session  on  Legislation,  which 
one  of  the  other  delegates  reports. 
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The  evening  was  on  Infant  Welfare.  The  important  part  a  nurse  I 
can  play  in  the  prevention  of  infant  blindness  was  shown,  making  the  I 
nurse  feel  her  responsibility  in  this  respect,  whether  on  a  private  case,  I 
or  doing  institutional  or  social  service  work.  AVith  ignorance  of  care  I 
of  infants  as  to  feeding  and  proper  milk  supply,  overcrowding  in  cities,  I 
and  lack  of  proper  medical  attention,  the  mothers  of  the  poorer  class  I 
have  much  they  can  learn  from  the  community.  The  American  Asso-  I 
ciation  for  the  study  and  prevention  of  Infant  Mortality  is  doing  won-  I 
ders  toward  interesting  the  public  in  this  vital  matter  l)y  collecting  and  ■ 
distributing  valuable  information  on  the  subject.  I 

Friday  morning  was  the  closing  business  session  with  reports  I 
on  conference,  resolutions,  pledges,  etc.  The  result  of  the  election  of  I 
the  American  Nurses’  Association  was  made  known  and  the  new  offi-  ;.l 
cers  introduced  and  congratulated.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say  we  were  1 
all  delighted  to  have  so  enthusiastic  and  capable  a  worker  as  Miss  I 
Eldredge  serve  again  as  vice-president.  1 

In  the  afternoon  the  nurses  were  invited  to  visit  the  different  hos-  | 
pitals.  Our  St.  Luke’s  is  well  up  in  conveniences,  as  we  know.  In  | 
some  of  the  hospitals  visited,  serving  in  the  pantries  is  much  simpli-  J 
fied  by  plenty  of  room  to  work,  plenty  of  pots  and  pans  and  several  1 
gas  burners  to  save  confusion.  Also  some  of  the  hospitals  had  a  list  1 
at  the  floor  nurse’s  desk  of  the  patients,  number  of  their  room  and  the  1 
name  of  the  doctor,  so  a  doctor  had  no  delay  in  finding  his  patients  € 
quickly.  I  found  in  many  cases  that  graduates  had  colored  blankets,  ,1 
which  saved  washing  so  frequently,  and  were  much  preferred  by  the  .1 
nurse  to  those  used  by  patients.  .  1 

I  learned  much  at  the  convention  and  thank  the  Alumnae  for  send-  ■' J 
ing  me  there.  I  .only  wish  more  of  our  nurses  could  have  gone.  I  S 
think  we  all  felt  greatly  inspired  and  much  encouraged  in  our  work.  J*
